RADICAL REFORMERS. 


COBBETT AND FRENCH. 
MIDDLESEX SESSIONS, Sept, %. 


William Cobbett, John Cobbett, and Richard 
Cobdett, were indicted for an assault upon 
Daniel French, Eeq., Barrister-at-law. 

Mr. PaenvenGasr conducted the plaintiff's 
case. 

Mr. French was the first witness. Me deposed, 
that on the 12th of August last, about half-past 
four o'clock in the afiernoon, he met Mr. Wm, 
Cobbett, jun. in Piccadilly. ty passing, he 
looked at him with « furious regard, and he (Mr. 
French) looked at him in « stern manner. After 
he had passed, he carte back and tapped him on 
the shoulder, and said, **Mr. French, { wish to 
pat a few questions to you."* To which he. re- 
plied, he would have no objection to answer any 
questions which might be put to him. He said 
he did not like to question bim in the street, and 
would accompany him to his hoase.
